Bernard “Johnnie” Johnson has 
retired after 26 eventful years of 
service to the City, and will be 
‘honored at a retirement dinner to 
be held at the Fratellanza Club, 
1140 66th St., Oakland, Saturday, 
July 21. 

Son of a police officer, Johnnie 
joined the Albany Police Dept 
on May 1, 1947, as a probation 
ary patrolman, anc was appoint 
ed as a regular member of the 
police force six months later. 

In his long career as an Albany 
Police Officer, 


for 20 years, and operated the 
radar unit on the day shift since 
the Department purchased 
first set in 1958. 

Assigned to Traffic Safety Edu- 
cation, Johnnie will long be re 
membered for his years of teach- 


and primary school students over 
the past 20 years. For many of 
the. children, meeting . Officer 
Johnson was their first contact 
with a policeman, and they 
learned that a law enforcement 
officer is their ‘‘friend.” Aided 
by a friend, Johnnie built a child- 
sized traffic signal to educate the 
youngsters in the “how and why” 
of traffie lights. The signal is 
still used on occasions, and no 
one would be surprised to see 
the retired policeman visiting the 
schools with it in the future. 
Johnnie’s most harrowing ex- 
perience was a high-speed, bul- 
let-punctuated chase of two men 
wanted for robbery, burglary, 
kidnapping, auto theft, and at 
tempted murder, on October 31, 
1957. The latter charge, accord- 
ing to newspaper clippings, 
stemmed out of the running gun 
battle with pursuing officers, 
during which .45 caliber bullets 
slammed into the police ear of 
Albany Officer Bernard Johnson.
